Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

Dacoit Mani Ram Chamai had created a reign of terror 
in the country side of the districts of Gwalior, Bhind and 
Datia and had committed a number of murders, dacoities 
and kidnappings for ransom. On 5th January 1971, in the 
evening, information was received at Gohad Police Station 
that dacoit Mani Ram was hiding in village Tudila. The 
available Police Force was collected and a raid was arranged. 
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Shri Ram Jiwan Singh volunteered himself for this task. By 
the time the Police party reached village Tudila it was dark 
and visibility was limited tq & few feet. Shri Ram Jiwan 
Singh was going from the village to the adjoining river and 
seeing a suspicious movement, he challenged the person who 
fired a shot from a ■ 303 rifle. The intruder was the noto- 
rious dacoit Mani Ram Chamar. As he was going to load 
his rifle again, Shri Ram Jiwan Singh fired a burst from his 
brengun and shot the dacoit dead. 

in this incident Shri Ram Jiwan Singh exhibited courage 
and devotion to duty. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 5th January 1971.

No. 9/6/7 1-CiS.//.— ’ITie rules for a combined competitive 
examination to be held by the Union Public Service Com- 
mission in 1972, for selection of Released Emergency Com- 
missioned Otlicers/Short Service Commissioned Officers who 
were commissioned in the Armed Forces after 1st November 
J962 and before 10th January, 1968 for the purpose of filling 
temporary vacancies reserved for them in the following 
Services/posts arc published for general information : — 

(i) Indian Foreign Service (B)-(Grade 11 oi the Steno- 

graphers’ Sub-cadre) ; 

(ii) Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service-Grade 11 
(for inclusion in the Select List of the Grade); 

(iii) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Ser- 
vice-Grade IT; 

(iv) Posts of Stenographer in the office of the Election 
Commission, Delhi. 

(v) Posts of Stenographer in the office of the Central 
Vigilance Commission, Delhi. 

(vi) Posts of Stenographer in the Department of Parlia- 
mentary Affairs, Delhi; 

(vii) Posts of Stenographer in the Department of Tourism, 
Delhi; and 

(viii) Posts of Steongrapher in other Departments and 
Offices of the Government of India not participating 
in the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service/

Provided that Emergency Commissioned Offlcers/Short Ser- 
vice Commissioned Officers commissioned in the Armed Forces 
alter 1st November, 1962, and before 10th January 1968 and 
who have been released or are due for release prior to 1972 
shall be eligible to appear at this examination m accordance 
with the provisions of Rule 8. 

Note I. — For the purpose of these Rules, “Release” means ; 

(i) release as per the scheduled year of release. 

(ii) invalidmcni owing to a disability attributable to or 
aggravated bv military service, from the Armed For- 
ces after a spell of service, and not during or at the 
end of training, or during or at the end Of short Ser- 
vice Commission granted to cover the period of such 
training prior to being taken in actual service, nor 
does it cover cases of officers released on account of 
misconduct, or inefficiency or at their own request. 

NorE 2. — The expression ‘‘scheduled year of release” 
means : — 

(i) in so far as it relates to the Emergency Commissioned 
Officers, the year in which they are due for release 
in accordance with the phased programme approved 
by the Government of India in the Ministry of De- 
fence; and 

(ii) in so far as it relates to the Short Service Commission 
Officers, the year in which their normal tenure of 
3 or 5 years as the case may be as short Service Com- 
missioned Officers li> to expire. 
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Note 3. — The candidature of a person is liable to be can- 
celled if after submitting his application, he is granted per- 
manent Commission in the Armed Forces or he resigns front 
the Armed Forces, or he is released therefrom on account of 
misconduct, inefficiency or at his own request. 

Note 4. — Engineers and Doctors empi >yed under the Cen- 
tral Government or State Governments o ' Government owned 
industrial undertakings who are required to serve in the Armed 
Forces for a minimum prescribed period under the Compul- 
sory Liability Scheme and who are g anted Short Service 
Commission under the relevant rules during the period of such 
service will not he eligible for admission to this examination. 

Note 5. — Officers belonging to the Volunteer Reserve Forces

5. (1) A candidate must be either - 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who c ante over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962 with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(f ) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan Burma, Ceylon and East African countries 
of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of Tan- 
zania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with the 
intention of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c). (d) 
(e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been issued by the Government of India. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates who are non-citizens, in category (f) 
above who entered service under the Government of India 
before the commencement of the Constitution, vir., 26th 
January, 1950, and who have continued in such service since 
then.

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers Service, 
Grade II. 

Note. — Service rendered by R.M S. Sorters employed 
in Subordinate offices of P. & T. Department shall be treated 
as service rendered in the grade of Clerk for purpose of Rule 

8(B) above. 

(2) Service rendered by Service Clerks employed in 
Defence installations shall not be counted for the purpose 
of role 6(B) above. 

(C) The upper age limit in all the above cases, will be 
further relaxahle : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate, 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

( ii ) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is

(xiv) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate who 
mined the pre-Commission training in th» Armed 
Fomes or got the Commission (wH»*» *h*-e was 
only post-Commission training) in 1963. belongs to 
a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and is also 
a hona fide displaced person from Pakistan;

15. Anv attempt on the pait of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify 
him for admission. 

16 A candidate who is or hasi been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which are incorrect or false or of sup- 
pressing material information or otherwise resorting to any 
other irregular or improper means for obtaining admission 
to the examination, or of using or attempting to use unfair 
means in the examination hall, or of misbehaviour in the 
examination hall, mav. in addilioln to rendering himself liable 
to criminal prosecution— 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period — 

(i) by the Commission, from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of Candi-

17. After the examination tl.c candidates will be arranged

The Shorthand Tests in English will comprise two dictation 
tests, one at 120 words per minute for seven minutes and 
another at 100 words per minute for ten minutes, which the 
candidates will be required to transcribe in 45 and 50 minutes 
respectively. 

The Shorthand Tests in Hindi will comprise two dictation 
tests, one at 120 words per minute for seven minute* and 
another at 1 00 words per minute for ten minutes, which the 
candidates will be required to transcribe in 60 and 65 minutes 
respectively.
